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Outline  of  Construction 

(1)  The  Plan 

The  Imperial  country  is  a  manifestation  of  morality, 
the  propagation  of  the  Imperial  influence  being  its  original 
duty  and  the  ideal  of  Hakko  Ichiu  /the  eight  corners  under 
one  roof/  being  the  spirit  of  the  national  founding.  The 
Imperial  country  will  not  move  unless  for  the  cause  cf 
Justice. 

The  propagation  of  the  Imperial  influence  begins  with 
the  practise  of  morality  in  East  Asia  grounded  on  the 
original  spirit  of  the  Imperial  influence  supported  by  the 
whole  nation  and  aims  at  the  promotion  of  Erst  Asiatic 
culture  by  means  of  the  unification  of  East  Asia  in  a  moral 
manner.  Feu  this  purpose  it  is  necessary  to  foster  the 
increased  power  of  the  Imperial  country,  to  cause  East  Asia 
to  return  to  its  original  form  cf  independence  and  co- 
presperity  by  shaking  off  the  yoke  of  Europe  and  America, 
and  to  let  its  countries  and  peoples  develoo  their 
respective  abilities  in  peaceful  cooperation  and  secure 
livelihood. 


and  Co-Prosnerity: 


The  states,  their  citizens  and  resources,  comprised 
in  those  areas  pertaining  to  the  Pacific  Central  Asia  and 
the  Indian  Ocean  formed  into  one  general  union  are  to  be 
established  as  an  autonomous  zone  of  peaceful  living  and 
common  properity  on  behalf  of  the  peoples  of  the  nations 
.of  East  Asia.y  The  area  including  Japan,  Manchuria,  North 
Chinn,  lower  Xangtze  River  and  the  Russian  Maritime  Province 
forms  the  nucleus  cf  the  East  Asiatic  Union.  The  Imperial 
country  possesses  a  duty  cs  the  leader  of  the  East  Asiatic 
Union. 
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The  obove  purpose  presupposes  the  inevitable  emancipa¬ 
tion  or  independence  of  Eastern  Siberia,  China,  Indo-China, 
the  South  Seas,  Australia,  and  India. 


In  the  Union  of  3' st  Asia,  the  Imperial  Country  is  at 
once  the  stabilizing  power  and  the  leading  influence  to 
enable  the  Imperial  Country  actually  to  become  the  central 
influence  in  East  Asia,  the  first  necessity  is  the  con¬ 
solidation  of  the  inner  bolt  of  East  Asia;  and  the  East 
Asiatic  Sphere  shall  be  divided  as  follows  for  this  purpose 


The  Inner  Sphere  —  It  is  the  vital  sphere  for  the 
Imperial  Country;  it  includes  Japan.  Manchuria,  North  Chin; 
the  l^wer  Yangtze  Area  and  the  Aussian  Maritime  area. 


The  Smaller  Co-Prosperity  Sphere  —  This  is  the  smaller 
self-supplying  sphere  cf  East  Asia  and  includes  the  inner 
sphere  plus  Eastern  Siberia,  China,  Indo-China  and  the  South 
Seas. 


The  Greater  C^-Prosperity  Sphere  —  This  is  the  larger 
self- supplying  sphere  of  East  Asia,  and  includes  the  smaller 
co-prosoerity  sphere,  plus  Australia,  India  and  island* 
groups  in  the  Pacific.  Parallel  with  the  divisions  shown 
above  and  at  the  same  time  the  following  spheres  of  national 
dofonso  for  the  Imperial  Country  shall  bo  sot  up,  and  those 
spheres  shall  be  made  the  basis  f°r  the  defense  of  East  Asia 


Basic  Sphere  —  It  covers  approximately  the  inner 
sphere  and  is  the  z~ne  which  requires  abs  lute  safety. 

Defense  Sphere  —  Covering  approximately  the  smaller 
co-pros aority  sphere,  it  is  the  zone  ’’hich  must  be  perfectly 
defended  against  ~ny  invasion  fr'm  Eu: ope  or  America. 


Sphere  of  Influence  —  Generally  corresponding  to  the 
size  of  the  Greater  Co-Prosperity  Sphere,  it  is  this  z^no 
in  which  a  superior  position  should  be  maintained  against 
attacks  from  Europe  or  America . 


For  the  present,  the  smaller  ca-nrosperity  sphere 
(the  defense  sphere)  shall  be  the  zono  in  which  the  con¬ 
struction  "f  East  Asia  and  the  stabilization  of  national 
defense  are  to  bo  aimed  at.  After  their  completion  there 
shall  bo  a  gradual  expansion  toward  the  construction  of  the 
Greater  Co-Prosperity  Sphere  (the  sphero  of  influence). 
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t  The  above  purpose  presupposes  the  inevitable  emancipa¬ 
tion  or  independence  of  Eastern  Siberia,  China,  Indo-China, 
the  South  Seas,  Australia,  and  India. 

(3)  Regional  Division  ir.  the,  East,  /'static  Union  and 

the  Rational  Defense  S.Thc re  for  blv~  imperial  Country . 

In  the  Union  of  S'st  Asia,  the  Inperial  Country  is  at 
once  the  stabilising  power  and  the  leading  influence  to 
enable  the  Imperial  Country  actually  bo  become  the  central 
influence  in  East  Asia,  the  first  necessity  is  the  con¬ 
solidation  of  the  inner  bolt  of  East  Asia;  and  the  East 
Asiatic  Snhere  shall  be  divided  as  follows  for  this  purpose: 

The  Inner  Sphere  —  It  is  the  vital  sphere  for  the 
Inperial  Country;  it  includes  Japan.  Manchuria,  North  China, 
the  lower  Yangtze  Area  and  the  Russian  Maritine  area. 

The  Snaller  Co-Presoerity  Sphere  —  This  is  the  smaller 
self-supplying  sphere  cf  East  Asia  and  includes  the  inner 
sphere  plus  Eastern  Siberia,  China,  Indo-China  and  the  South 
Seas. 


The  Greater  C^-Prospcrity  Sphere  —  This  is  the  larger 
self-supplying  sphere  of  East  Asia,  and  includes  the  snaller 
co-prosoerity  sphere,  plus  Australia,  India  and  island* 
groups  in  the  Pacific.  Parallel  with  the  divisions  shown 
above  and  at  the  so.no  tine  the  following  spheres  of  national  ^ 
defense  for  the  Imperial  Country  shall  bo  sot  up,  and  those 
spheres  shall  be  nado  the  basis  f^r  tho  defense  of  East  Asia.

For  tho  present,  the  snaller  co-prosperity  sphere 
(the  defense  sphere)  shall  be  tho  zone  in  v;hich  the  con¬ 
struction  of  East  Asia  and  the  stabilization  of  national 
defense  are  to  bo  aimed  at.  After  their  completion  there 


Outllr.o  of 


It  is  intended  thot  the  unification  cf  Japan,  Iianehukuo 
and  China  in  neighbourly  friendship  be  realized  by  the 
settlement  of  Sino-Japaneso  prcblons  by  the  crushing  of 
hostile  influences  in  the  Chinese  interior,  and  by  the 
bringing  up  of  a  non  China  in  tune  with  the  rapid  construction 
of  the  Inner  Sphere.  Aggressive  American  and  British  in¬ 
fluences  in  Bast  Asia  shall  bo  driven  out  of  the  area  of 
Indo-China  and  the  South  Seas,  and  this  area  shall  be  brought 
into  our  defense  sphere.  The  v/ar  with  Britain  and  America 
shall  be  prosecuted  for  that  purpose. 


The  Russian  aggressive  influence  in  East  Asia  shall  be 
driven  out.  Eastern  Siberia  shall  be  cut  off  from  the  Soviet 
regime  and  be  included  in  our  defense  sphere.  For  this 
purpose,  a  v/ar  v/ith  the  Soviets  is  oxoocted.  It  is  considered 
possible  that  this  Northern  problem  may  break  cut  before  the 
general  settlement  of  the  present  Sine- Japanese  and  the  Smthern 
problems  if  the  situation  renders  this  unavoidable.  Next 
the  independence  of  Australia,  India,  etc.  shall  gradually 
bo  brought  about.  For  this  aurpose,  a  recurrence  ^f  v/ar 
v/ith  Britain  and  her  allies  is  expected.  The  contraction 
of  a  Greater  Mongolian  State  is  expected  during  the  above 
phase.  The  construction  of  the  Smaller  Co-Prosperity  Sphere 
is  exoectod  to  require  at  least  20  years  fr^n  the  oresont 
tine. 


(5)  The  Building  nf  the  National  Strength 


Since  the  Imperial  Country  is  the  center  and  pioneer 
of  Oriental  moral  and  cultural  recrnstruction,  tho  officials 
and  people  of  this  country  nust  return  to  tho  spirit  of  the 
Orient  and  acquire  a  thorough  understanding  of  tho  spirit 
of  the  national  moral  character. 


In  the  economic  obstruction  of  the  country,  Japanese 
o.nd  Manchurian  national  power  shall  first  be  consolidated; 
then  the  unificatian  of  Jan an,  Mmchoukuo  and  China,  shall 
bo  effected  (and  especially  tho  forging  cf  Japan,  Ifcnchaukuo 
and  North  China  into  a  tight  union).  Thus  a  central 
industry  will  be  constructed  in  East  Asia;  and  the  necessary 
relations  established  with  the  Southern  Seas. 


The  standard  for  the  construction  of  tho  national  power 
and  its  military  force,  so  as  to  meet  various  situations 
that  night  affect  the  stages  cf  East  Asiatic  administration 
and  tho  national  defense  sphere  shall  be  so  set  as  to  be 
capablo  of  driving  off  any  British,  American,  Soviet  or 
Chinese  counter-influences  in  the  future. 
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Ain  of  Construction 
Chapter  1.  Spirit  of  Construction . 

Tho  Emperor  Is  augustly  the  center  ^f  the  universe  and 
the  origin  of  ncrality.  Tho  Imperial  Country  is,  therefore 
the  manifestation  of  morality  and  tho  criterion  of  the  worl' 
With  those  facts  as  their  creed  and  spiritual  rule,  the 
subjects  cf  the  Inporial  Country  intend  to  fulfil  the 
dynanic  and  historic  mission  ■'f  establishing  a  world  noral 
order. 

However,  in  recent  years 

America,  taking  advantage  cf  -  - 

have  penetrated  the  East  and  prey  upon  it ; 

East  has  consequently  boon  changed  into  a 
And  it  is  none  ether  than  Japan, 
has  opposed  and  rejected  that  invasion. 

Now  things  have  cone  to  such  a  pass  that  the  extortions 
of  America,  Britain  and  other  powers  threaten  the  existence 
of  the  Imperial  Country.  This  is  intolerable  to  God  and 
nan  alike.  Now  the  Imperial  Country  has  determined  to  con¬ 
solidate  the  national  foundation  by  crushing  their  influence 
with  divine  military  power  to  save  East  Asia  and  cuuse  it 
to  return  to  its  original  nature,  and  to  bring  a  renaissance 
upon  East  Asia  by  its  unification  under  this  grand  and 
righteous  ideal.  By  this  moans  East  Asia  will  be  nr.de  a 
peaceful  and  secure  place  to  livo  in  in  conformity  with  the 
will  of  Heaven.  The  gist  of  the  aim  is  to  build  up  the 
noral  culture  of  the  Orient.  In  other  words,  under  the 
Greater  East  Asia  Union,  tho  construction  of  ncrality,  the 
fostering  of  original  abilities  and  tho  fusion  of  cultures 
shall  be  the  common  ideal;  neighbourly  friendship  and 
cooperative  peace,  JrJ.nt  defense,  and  eccncmic  cooperation 
shall  be  the  rule  of  inter-States  relationships;  and  the 
revival  of  humanity  shall  be  the  spiritual  principle  of 
national  life.  The  Inporial  country  is  the  source  of  all 
the  above. 

Onco  the  noral  order  of  East  Asia  is  thus  accomplished, 
it  can  be  expected  that  the  countries  of  Europe  and  America 
will  be  so  influenced  by  it  that  they  will  look  up  to  it 
as  a  fine  example  and.  eventually  cast  off  their  solfish 
life  view  of  materialism  and  establish  a  noral  new  order.

Bit' in  and  America  by  placing  tho  Southern  oroos 
under  our  control  and  possession.  Furthermore,  the  internal  collapse  and 
particularly  colonial  collapso  of  hostilo  countrios  sha.ll  be  aimed  a.t,  by 
our  developing  a  warfa.ro  of  propaganda.  .»nd  fbr  tho  purposo  of  g'ining  n 
favorable  situation  in  gonoral,  diplomatic  stratagems  shall  also  bo  con¬ 
ducted  to  rostrict  tho  nambor  of  hostilo  countrios  and  to  socuro  allies. 

All  the  plans  raontionod  nbovo  can  hardly  bo  ochiuvod  in  o  short  poriod 
of  timo.  Thorcforo,  vdth  far  sight  into  tho  futuro  -nd  carofully-plannod 
preparations,'  tho  foundations  of  tho  scheme  must  bo  laid  down  on  a  largo 
sonlo  boginning  in  poaoo-tlma.
